Frankness compelled me to tell 
him that the land in question might 
be all right, but the town itself is 
impossible; that for five years I 
have been driving through the town 
every few months, and the main 
street, connecting the boulevards, 
has been getting progressively worse 
until now it is almost impassable.

To take a Polish child with its 
heritage of liberty loving, of heroism and genius such as have dis- 
tinguished that race and make of it a mere bestial unit in a fight- 
ing machine, what greater offense can be against the child and the 
futuret It is a heart-rending thing to read there are no more 
children under seven left alive in Poland, but it is better than 
the other. 

This cold-blooded purchase of boys and girls under present 
conditions arouses the question whether or not a German victory 
would not mean a revival of chattel slavery. It will not be easy 
to make Germans of Poles, even by taking them young. There 
are inherited strains in that blood which may resist even the in- 
sidious enslavement of the mind which the German government 
knows so well how to practice: No one can doubt now that Ger- 
many will not hesitate in the future to use physical restraint in 
these unfortunate children of adoption should they show signs 
later of not having taken the German virus. We must remember 
that our own liberty has in it some drops of Polish blood, which 
makes us a little more than brothers in sympathy to this unhappy 
people.

AUTUMN IN THE ORANGE OR- 


CHARD 
William M. Bristol in California 
Cultivator: When the corn grower 


has cultivated his fields for the last 
time and nothing more remains to 
be done for the growing crop, he 
says that his corn is ‘laid by.” I 
have heard the same expression us- 
ed in connection with the orange 
crop; and I do not know that a bet- 
ter term can be found to designate 
that condition which should exist, 
when, about the first of October, cul- 
tivation is ended, the winter crop is 
sowed and nothing remains to be 
done except to irrigate when neces- 
sary—and wait for the fruit to ma- 
ture. 

It is now too late to advise con- 
son. In fact it would seem as if the 
subject of winter cover crops were 
threadbare, in spite of the fact that 
many orchard owners. still neglect 
to grow them. Just a few hours ago 
t walked through an orange orchard } 
whose trees were almost erying aloud 
for humus, yet no cover crop had | 
been planted or planned for, in fact, 
the ground had been freshly culti- 
vated so that any idigenous plants 
that might have been started by the 
last irrigation were thoroughly erad- 
icated. 

If it be asked how I know that 
those trees need humus my answer 
is that their sparse foliage of a pale 
green cast indicates it. It is true 
that they are on a rather loose grav- 
elly soil deficient in clay and there- 
fore likely to be depleted of its ni- 
trogen by leaching; but a neighbor- 
ing orchard on similar’ soil, and 
which has had both cover crops and 
stable manure, has foliage both 
dense and dark. The contrast be- 
tween the two orchards is so mark- 
ed that it amounts to a demonstra-

tion of the effect of abundant hu- 
mus, 


The seed of rotation of crops in 
ordinary farming has long since been 
accepted as proven. A moment’s re- 
flection should show that some sem- 
blance of rotation should be prac- 
ticed in an orchard, and I know of 
no nearer possible approach thereto 
than the growing of some annual le- 
guminous crop therein. The hypothe- 
sis that each “crop, in the act of 


growing, impregnates the soil with 
poisons interfering with the con- 
tinued reproduction of that same 


crop, may or may not be correct.

eat up the toxins thrown off by the 
citrus tree as thoroughly as legumes 
and will at the same time make hu- 
mus, This is not an argument for 
cereal cover crops as a regular prac- 
tice for they are much more difficult 
to turn under than legumes and are 
not believed to add to the nitrogen 
content of the soil as do the le- 
gumes.

Speaking 
from both experience and cbserva- 
tion my present belief is that a cov- 
er crop sowed in the fall and per- 
mitted to grow until the first of May 
costs less and is worth more than 
two crops a year partially matured. 
I was told recently of a man who 
had been growing both a winter and 
a summer crop, with practically no 
time intervening between them. He 
had plenty of water and both crops 
grew finely—but he frankly admitted 
the trees were not looking well. It 
seems reasonable that from the first 
of May to the middle of September 
the trees and their fruit should have 
a monopoly of the available plant 
food in the soil and of the moisture 
also. In my own orchards the single 
cover crop plan has given such ex- 
cellent results that the controversy 
seems permanently settled. Of course 
when trees are young, water plenti- 
ful and bean prices high, it is good 
practice to grow beans; and I would 
vastly rather have two cover crops 
per year than none at all.

FOOD ADMINISTRATION

The following food regulations are 
now in force in Southern California: 
On Tuesdays Meatless Day and 
Wednesdays Wheatless Day Tues- 
Wednesday commence at 
12 midnight and close at 12 o’clock| 
midnight 


Grocery stores, meat markets, ba- 
keries, hotels, cafes, restaurants, | 
delicatessens, and public eating 


Tuesdays Do not sell or. serve

bacon, liver, tripe, pigs’ feet, mince | 
meat. brains, hamburger, weiners, | 
sausage, tongue, meat tamales, beef | 
or pork chop suey, dried, smoked or | 
canned meats. This regulation DOES 
NOT include fish, fowl, eggs or rab- 
bits. 


Wednesdays: Do not sell or serve 
white rolls, tea bis-| 
cuits, straight wheat muffins, whole 


wheat cereals, wheat cakes, wheat 
waffles, or crackers. 

Regulation against pastry is not 
in force at this time. This regula- 
tion DOES NOT forbid the service 
of corn waffles; buckwheat cakes, 
rye, graham or corn bread. 

You will please conserve sugar as 
much as possible, and therefore)

S.| THE FOOD VALUE OF ORANGES | FOOD CONSERVATION—WHAT iT 


Such a fruit as the orange, no 
matter how highly esteemed, is not 
generally regarded as Valuable for 
its nutritive qualities. This point of 
view, we are told by Dr. J. H. Kel 
logz in Good Health and quoted in 
Literary Digest, is a mistaken one, 


jsays the California Cultivator. Or- 
‘ange juice is a good food and will 


bear comparison, bulk for bulk, with 
many others whose nutritional value 
For instance, Dr. Kel- 


has a food value 25 per cent less 
than a pint of orange juice, and a 
pint of oysters falls short in about 
the same degree. Even full milk 
is not much more nutritious, ‘a pint 
of orange juice having about the 


same number of food units as three-| 


fourths of a pint of milk. When we 
consider that, besides this actual 
food value, orange juice has much 
else to commend it, we see that or- 
anges on the bill of fare are worthy 
of all respect. Writes Dr. Kellogg, 
in substance: 

“It is a surprise to discover how 


}universal is the craving for fruits. 


Even the carnivorous Eskimos, who 
of necessity subsist chiefly upon ani- 
mal foods, do not neglect to improve 
the opportunity afforded by _ their 
short summer season to gather and 
feast upon cranberries and _ other 
small juicy fruits which manage to 
survive the bleakness of the polar 
region, 

“We who live in a more favored 
clime find in the orange and other 
citrus fruits an abundant supply of 
the most delicate and wholesome of 
all food acids. The sugar of the or- 
ange, like its acid, has the advan- 
tage that it is prepared for immedi 


jate assimilation and requires no di 


gestion It does not need to pass 
through the digestive organs except 
for the purpose of dilution It is to 
the sugar which it contains that the 
orange owes its chief value as ¢ 
source of nutriment, although it con 
tains, in addition to the sugars ol 
soluble carbohydrates, nearly one per 
cent of protein. The combined value 
of its food constituents amounts to 
240 calories, or food units, per 
pound—a value which will be best

EXPENSE PROVES — 
VERY REASONABLE

Dear Sir:—So many have asked me 
about the expense of traveling by 
auto, aS we have done the past 18 
|months, that I 
readers would likely be 
in a brief statement. 

We find that our living aside from 
the machine is about the same as it 
is at home here in Upland. Actual 
eating expense consists of nearly the 
same items. We spend less_ for 
clothing when away as we try to fin- 
ish old clothing that has become too 
threadbare to wear about our of- 
fice. We also miss many of the us- 
ual bills, such as telephone, elec- 
tricity, water and fuel. On the other 
hand we have to pay to see many 
things, such as Mammoth Cave, Mi- 
ringo and Luray Caves, Natural 
Bridge of Virginia, and entrance to

many private places and _ private 
roads, toll roads and bridges and 
ferries. 

We do not stay at hotels but while 
in some of the Eastern cities, Wash- 
ington, Philadephia, New York and 
Boston, we did rent apartments. We 
sometimes ate at restaurants, but 
most of the time we camped and ate 
where we pleased and slept on our 
machine on our own bed and we find 
that the more preferable method, not 
to mention the difference in expense. 
Of course people’s expense would 
differ on the road just as they do at 
home and our family is not an ex- 
pensive bunch. We Hooverize more 
than Hoover ever dreamed of and 
we Harveyized long before we ever 
heard of Mr. Hoover, and we can 
teach Mr. Hoover a lot of things 
about economizing that he has never 
thought of. In justification of that 
statement I will say that our total 
expense for an eighteen months’ 
trip was less than $1800 and more 
than half of that was on the ma- 
chine. 

The cost per mile on the machine 
was five and twenty-seventh hun- 
dredth cents, or $5.27 per hundred 
miles. Which includes gas, oil, 
tires, repairs, extra equipment and 
depreciation and interest on the 
money invested in the machine. Of 
course we drove the machine more 
per month while away than we do 
here at home. However, we did not 
spend all of our time driving, nor 
even half of it. Our object was to 
see how much we could learn and 
not how far or how fast we could 
travel. In fact, we find that some 
people about here who have not 
really been- away from home at all 
or for only short trips have actually 
driven more miles than we have, 
but they have been mostly over the 
same roads, while we never traveled 
the same road twice even for a short 
distance if we could avoid doing so. 

Many people have asked me how 
many machines we wore out or did 
you make it all the way in one ma- 
chine, is that he machine you start- 
ed with, and how far or how often 
did you ship the machine. 

We made the entire trip by 
and in the same car and were

er towed and there were no real 
hardships in doing so. We had very 
little sand and no seriously steep 


grades. Some mud and lots of rain 
last spring, but we were where they 


have good roads, in the northwest 
_tportion of the United States. We 
were caught im one severe snow- 


_lstorm in the Nevada mountains, and 


while it was not pleasant it proved 
to be more of a diversion than any- 
thing serious. In Virginia there 
lwere some impassable roads but by 
going about 200 miles from our di- 
rect course we avoided those and in- 
cidentally we saw that much more of 
the state. 

We can tell something about the 
roads in 36 states. We are at home 
lon Euclid avenue and if any one 
'wants to talk with us about our trip, 
whether they be old friends or 
strangers, we will be glad to see 
them.
